"Over The Top 
In Bond Drive 


Adams county, first on the alphabetical list of the 67 


counties in the great Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, is the 
first county in the state to "go over the top" in the Fourth 
War Bond campaign. 


Total sales of all types of bonds to Adams countians 


reached the amazing figure of $2,272,000 after the close of 
business last Tuesday, February 8th, the Federal Reserve 
district reported today. This pushes the "first county" in the 
state $184,000 "over the top" with every indication that the 
surplus may reach $300,000 before the drive is actually com- 
pleted February 15 and the sale of "E" bonds through Febru- 
ary 29th, which will be credited to the Fourth War Bond 
Drive, are tabulated. 


Pennsylvania headquarters first revealed on Tuesday that 


Adams county had exceeded its "over all" quota but request- 
ed all states newspapers to withhold publication until a final 
audit could be completed. Most newspapers in the state abidec 
by the state headquarters' request. The official announcement 
was made today. 


"Tinge'Of Regret 


While War Finance committee officials and volunteei 


workers were jubilant over achieving the distinction of being 
the first county in the state to exceed its quota, there was 
tinge of regret and some disappointment. 


The disappointment arises from* 


the fact that the county has not yet 
reached its quota of bond sales to 
individuals. 


Federal officials have stressed the 


importance of every county reaching 
its quota in the sale of bonds to in- 
dividuals as the most pertinent fea- 
ture of the campaign. Adams coun- 
ty was asked to sell $924,563 worth of 
bonds, of seven different types, to 
individuals and $1,163,037 to other 
sources. 


Bond sales to individuals total 


$666,800, which includes $269,400 of 
the "E" bond type. Of the latter 
issue the county is $225,167 short of 
its goal. The sale of $397,400 worth 
of all other types of bonds to in- 
dividuals leaves the county only 
$32,596 short of its quota in that 
category. The goal in that objec- 
tive Is expected to be reached be- 
fore the close of business 'Saturday. 


Need "E" Bond Sales 


"In order to reap the full harvest 


of the glory that comes with being 
the first county in the state to ex- 
ceed or reach its quotg, we should 
sell our full share of 'E' bonds," one 
member of the County War Finance 
committee said today. 


"In one sense of the word we have 


not reached our quota, although 
would not deprive Adams countians 
of the full pleasure of having ex- 
ceeded the over-all total of our 
quota. It proves again that this 
county is second to none in the e 
tire country when it comes to down- 
right patriotism, Americanism and 
unity of effort and purpose. How- 
ever, we should make every effort 
to at least reach our quota of bond 
sales to individuals, especially in the 
*ET bond class."

All Planes Thrown Into Action 


Allied Headquarters. Algiers, Feb. 11 (AP)—Throwing 


virtually every available combat plane, including giant four- 
engined bombers, into one of the greatest ground-support 
operations ever undertaken, the Allies launched a terrific 
onslaught yesterday to protect their Anzio bridgehead, al- 
ready converted into a bristling hedgehog by hundreds of 
massed guns. 


Americans, still fighting bitterly in the ruins of Cassino 


on the main Fifth Army front, captured five more buildings. 
Their artillery leveled the town prison which had been turned 
into a Nazi fort, but the Germans still fought tooth and nail 
from the underground dungeons and cellars. 


Countless tons of bombs smashed down on the Germans 


at all points ringing the bridgehead and their main operating 
points about Rome. Heavy bombers were diverted from long 
range targets to join medium and fighter-bombers in furious 
slaps-protecting American and British troops resisting at- 
tempts to drive them into the sea.

on the Russian front. There the 
Nazi all highest has long been risk- 
ing half a million men in-a fan- 
tastically dangerous holding opera- 
tion which is more than half politi- 
cal. He's protecting the gateway 
to the Balkans to prevent a revolt 


' among his satellites there. 


Air Superiority Helps 


So it is with the Anzio-Nettuno 


beachhead. Hitler needs a spec- 
tacular victory to impress wavering 
supporters and hand his stricken 
people a ray of hope. He must per- 
suade friends and foes that Ger- 
many is still a mighty power. 


Official reports say we have been 


holding our own. However, the 
position is difficult for us. The Ger- 
mans, who apparently possess nu- 
merical superiority, are on high 
ground which overlooks the beach- 
head. They're flinging everything 
they can get hold of at our men. 


Still, we have air superiority—an 


invaluable asset—and a Naval fleet 
oS shore is backing us up. Official- 
dom expresses confidence we shall 
win the day. 


Finns Impressed 


One of those whom Hitler is trying 


to impress with a beachhead vic- 
tory is little Finland. The Helsinki 
government is burning mid-night 
oil over Secretary of State Hull's 
warning that the Finns must quit 
Hitterism or their blood will be on 
their own heads.

Memphis, Feb. 11 (AP)—Twenty- 


four persons were believed killed 
last midnight when a transconti- 
nental 
American Airlines 
plane 


crashed in the Mississippi river and 
sank immediately in the 22-foot 
channel 15 miles below Memphis.

plane flying low overhead and one 
said he saw it hit the water and 
sink -seconds after being enveloped 
m flames.

When Williams and foreman W. 


B. Wellborn reached the scene by 
boat, they found no trace of the big 
plane, which was enroute from Los 
Angeles to New York.

"It was quite low," V/illiams said, 


"and appeared to be tipped a little 
to the right but the engines seem- 
ed to be all right and there were 
no flames. It angled into the river 
about half way across." 


Coast Guard boats and several 


searching parties,

Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
searched the area without success 
for three hours before daylight.

Now the program 
is being expanded to include 12 
grades and modified to give owners 
knowledge of government prices In 
advance. Before February 3, eggs 
were accepted at the Office of Dis- 
tribution, regional office, on the old 
basis.
